Brown announced that a_ special 
two-cent postage stamp will be is- 
sued. 

In keeping with the policy of the 
Postoffice Department to place 
commemorative stamps on sale the 
first day in localities having his- 
torical relation to the event for 
which the special stamp is provid- 
ed, it is announced that the Red 
Cross stamp will be placed on sale 
May 21st—the date of the fiftieth 
anniversary—at the postoffices in 
Washington, D. C., and Dansville, 
N. Y. Washington was _ selected 
because it is the home of the na- 
tional headquarters of the Red 
Cross and Dansville is the city in 
which the first chapter of the 
American Red Cross was organ- 


ized. 

While this story about the new 
Red Cross stamp is taken from in- 
formation from Postoffice Depart- 
ment circulars and from other 
sources, it is desirable and neces- 
sary that some other facts be add- 
ed from time to time. 

It has been noted that first day 
sale was to be restricted to Wash- 
ington, D. C. and to Dansville, N. 
Y. This latter city being picked 
as a city for first day sale because 
the first chapter of the American 
Red Cross had been organized 
there in 1881. It is to be regretted 
that the Postoffice Department has 
overlooked Oxford Massachusetts, 
the town in which Clara Barton, 
founder of the American Red 
Cross, was born, since the stamp 
itself is issued as much in honor 
of this woman as in honor of the 
Society which she was_instru- 
mental in founding. 

Clara Barton was born in 1821 
and died in 1912, thus this stamp 
is issued in the year of the 110th 
anniversary of her birth. She was 


born at Oxford, Mass. In her early 
life she was a teacher and was the 
founder of various free schools in 
New Jersey. In 1854 she had a 
clerkship in Washington, but re- 
signed at the beginning of the Civil 
War and went into hospital service. 
After the war, she originated and 
carried on at her own expense, a 
systematic search for missing sol- 
diers. Going to Europe, she as- 
sisted in establishing hospitals in 
the Franco-German War, followed 
the German army, and was hon- 
ored with the Gold Cross of Baden 
and the Iron Cross of Germany. By 
her efforts the American Red Cross 
Society was formed in 1881, and 
she was its president until 1904. 

It was at the suggestion of Clara 
Barton that the rules and regula- 
tions of the Red Cross Society were 
changed to permit relief in other 
calamities than war. 

She superintended relief work 
in the yellow fever pestilence in 
Florida in 1887; the Johnstown 
flood 1889; the Russian famine 
1891; among the Armenians 1896, 
the Spanish-American War 1898 
and in the Anglo-Boer War 1892- 
1902. The last work of which she 
took personal direction was the re- 
lief of sufferers from the flood of 
Galveston in 1900. She was also 
the author of several books, most 
of which were on the Red Cross. 

While this new postage stamp 
is to honor Clara Barton along 
with the fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of the Red Cross Society 
it is to be regretted that a picture 
of Clara Barton is not shown on 
the stamp. 

A clipping at hand from one of 
the New York newspapers (we re- 
gret the name is not attached to 
the clipping) carries a story by 
Alice Alden in which it is stated 
that the model for this stamp is a 
noted Artists’ Model of New York, 
Miss Marie Bard. Perhaps the 
story of the picture of this Ar- 
tists’ Model on our newest postage 
stamp had best be told in the 


words of Miss Alden, we quote her 
story herewith: 

“Is the government going “arty” 
with beautiful models and every- 
thing? 

Art for art’s sake is an old story, 
but art for the nation’s sake is 
news—and good news at that. The 
postal department has at last made 
an official announcement of a bit 
of gossip that has been current in 
art circles for weeks. It is to the 
effect that 50,000,000 special post- 
age stamps are to be issued bear- 
ing the picture of one of New 
York’s most celebrated artists’ 
models. You have met her many 
times on the pages of the country’s 
leading periodicals. She demon- 
strates ice boxes, soft drinks and 
other commodities from the vant- 
age point of billboards. She is 
beautiful Marie Bard, of Astoria, 
L. I. And she is just thrilled that 
she is to decorate your mail. 

When Lawrence Wilbur was 
commissioned to paint a poster for 
the Red Cross last autumn, he de- 
cided that the model for such an 
imporant commission would have 
to be a model girl. Not that the 
artist doesn’t think highly of the 
majority of the models used by the 
leading artists. But this time he 
wanted breeding, background, cul- 
ture, as well as breathtaking beau- 
ty. And so he bethought himself 
of Miss Bard, who had been edu- 
cated at the Drew Seminary for 
Young Women and who had sang 
Methodist hymns in the choir. 
When the painting was completed 
it showed Miss Bard as a sweet 
faced nurse, her hands spread in 
loving benediction over the globe, 
a mother to suffering humanity. It 
is this picture that the authorities 
are going to use for the new post- 
age stamps. 

Apart from the novelty of using 
the image of a professional artist’s 
model on a postage stamp, this is 
the first time that the likeness of 
a living person has been used for 
such a purpose. Even the Lind-

bergh commemorative stamps 
showed not the aviator, but the 
“Spirit of St. Louis” winging its 
epochal way over the Atlantic. 

The artists of New York are de- 
lighted that such a signal honor 
should be paid to a professional ar- 
tists’ model, especially to a model 
so popular as Marie Bard. She 
doesn’t smoke, nor does she drink. 
She helps keep house for her 
father, a tea and coffee merchant, 
and for her mother, who is a phar- 
macist. She is content to live in 
quarters over their store. She is 
a regular church attendant. And 
she hasn’t found that her mode of 
living or her principles have in 
any way conflicted with her work 
in the studios. 

Miss Bard has found, as have 
most models, the art, especially 
commercial art, is an exacting 
thing and that artists are concern- 
ed only with the picture and the 
pose, a picture that sometimes 
brings in a small fortune if the ar- 
tist is famous. And it is only fa- 
mous artists who can get a call on 
Marie Bard’s services. She is in 
demand all the time, not only for 
the leading commercial artists, but 
by the leading magazine illus- 
trators. She has learned the secret 
of holding one pose for hours, and 
says that at the conclusion of such 
a job few models have strength or 
the desire to converse with the 
artist. All they want is to go 
somewhere and rest before they 
are off to the next job.” 

On May 21, 1881, the American 
National Association of the Red 
Cross was founded. It was incor- 
porated under the laws of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia on July 1, 1881. 
The Treaty of Geneva was signed 
by President Arthur and ratified by 
the United States Senate in 1882. 
In 1905, the American National 
Red Cross, successor to the Amer- 
ican National Association of the 
Red Cross, was chartered by Con- 
gress and the act of incorporation 
was approved by President Roose- 
velt. 

Under the terms of this Act the 
accounts of the American Red 
Cross are audited by the War De- 
partment and the annual report of 
the organization is transmitted by 
the Secretary of War to Congress. 
The governing body is the Central 
Committee, consisting of eighteen 
members; six of whom are elected 
by the Board of Incorporators, and 
six by the chapter delegates. The 
other six are appointed by the 
President of the United States, in- 
cluding the chairman. The Presi-

dent of the United States is also 
President of the Red Cross. 

On August 22, 1911, President 
Taft gave federal recognition to 
the society when he declared in a 
proclamation: 

“That the American Red Cross 
is the only volunteer society au- 
thorized by the government to 
render aid to its land and naval 
forces in time of war. 

“That any other society desiring 
to render similar assistance can do 
so only through the American Na- 
tional Red Cross.” 

There is a Red Cross chapter or 
branch in 16,000 communities of 
the United States, supported by a 
member rship of 4,130,000 adults and 
7,000,000 juniors. This membership 
represents every community of the 
country as well as all of our insu- 
lar possessions. The Red Cross 
acts as an arm of the government, 
not only in time of war, but in time 
of disaster. It is for this reason 
that President Hoover, as well as 
his predecessors in office, have 
been most anxious that the Red 
Cross gain in membership. 

“The Red Cross is the expres- 
sion of the national will, the 
national sympathy. Its call is 
mandatory upon the heart of the 
Nation.” 

This is a statement made by 
President Hoover in explaining the 
functions of the American Red 
Cross. 

The fiscal year ended June 30, 
1930, brought with it a series of 
disasters of various types through- 
out the United States, including a 
hurricane in Florida, a mine ex- 
plosion in Oklahoma, Mississippi 
River floods, a fire in Nashua, New 
Hampshire and a rapid succession 
of spring tornadoes in the Middle 
West. On top of these disasters 
there followed intense suffering, 
and lack of food and clothing in 
many sections of the country as the 
result of the drought. 

But the American Red Cross pro- 
vided emergency relief and rehabil- 
itation to ameliorate the suffer- 
ings and supply the needs of indi- 
viduals overwhelmed by disaster. 
Sufficient funds were raised thru 
individual subscriptions to the Red 
Cross to take care of the emer- 
gency with which the nation was 
confronted. 

From January 1, 1881, to June 
30, 1930, the American Red Cross 
has rendered aid in approximately 
1,100 disasters in the United 
States. The expenditures of the 
organization for domestic disaster 
relief during this period were more 
than $54,000,000. The expenditures 
of the organization for both do- 
mestic disasters and disasters in 
insular and foreign places during 
the same length of time have 
amounted to over $85,000,000. 

These figures do not include the 
vast expenditures made by the 
American Red Cross in affording 
war time relief.

UNITED STATES—The new 
Red Cross commemorative, or 
Clara Barton stamp as it may be 
known, will have appeared by the 
time this is read.

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A New Idea in a Bureau Precancel Album 


Practical For All Bureas as Well as General Precancels 


In making this announcement of 
a new Bureau Print Precancel Al- 
bum we feel that it is necessary 
to speak frankly with those col- 
lectors who have purchased the 
original album which we published. 
It is known to collectors that the 
album which we published and the 
Gloeb album are very similar in 
design. Thus the reasons that we 
give for abandoning our first pro- 
duction can, we believe, be applied 
with equal truth to the Gloeb al- 
bum. 

It was not long after we pro- 
duced the original unit of pages 
for the old style Buros that we 
were forced to come to the con- 
clusion that the album was not 
satisfactory. Ever since the orig- 
inal pages were issued we have 
been besieged with inquiries from 
buyers as to when pages for the 
B 11 types were to be issued. The 
collector wants a place to put his 
stamps. If he has an album of any 
type or style he expects to be able 
to have space in that album or 
pages for that album that will hold 
his stamps as he acquires them, 
yet this is not practical with an 
album such as we first issued. 

To prepare pages for any city 
issuing the B 11 stamps it is neces- 
sary that that city must have is- 
sued each of the different stamps 
in sheet form as well as each of 
the different values in coil form. 
If we prepare a page before a city 
has done this, at any time that city 
may issue a value which is not al- 
lowed space on the page and then 
the page becomes no good. Should 
we print pages with only a few 
values and a new value would ap- 
pear then the collector would ob- 
ject to buying the new pages and 
wonder why we did not wait until 
the city was complete before is- 
suing the page. 

Just at the time that several 
cities had issued practically all of 
the stamps in sheets and the va- 
irous coils, then there was a change 
in the 14%4c Harding and in the 4c 
stamp and coil form from these 
cities.

Again, to send pages to a col- 
lector it is necessary to use a large 
heavy envelope, enclose the pages 
with a heavy stiff card to prevent 
bending or folding and the cost

of such method of mailing will 
have to be borne by the buyer 
where the number of pages is 
small, thus making additional cost 
and a cost that would be prohib- 
itive and undesirable except in 
sending a large number of pages 
at one time. 

For these reasons, the style of 
album as heretofore offered for 
Bureau Precancels is neither prac- 
tical or satisfactory. It was this 
belief that has caused us to delay 
in preparing further pages and to 
endeavor to figure out a plan that 
would take care of all of the nu- 
merous objections that have aris- 
en over the old style album. 

We realize in making an an- 
nouncement of this sort that there 
may be a few buyers of the orig- 
inal unit who will feel that we 
have not done the right thing by 
them by producing an album and 
then discontinuing it. The loss to 
any of these parties is but a small 
sum in comparison to the loss that 
we must bear in discarding our 
present stock of the old style al- 
bum. The collector who has an 
album, has a binder with the al- 
bum that will hold our regular 
quadrille ruled pages so that his 
loss at the most can only be the 
cost of his original pages and this 
is a matter that he need not worry 
about if he intends to continue to 
use a printed album for his Bur- 
eau precancels for the new album 
that we will offer and which is de- 
scribed below will cost him less 
money in the end, against he se- 
cures a complete set of pages 
bringing it entirely up to date, 
through the current B 11 stamps, 
than he would have to invest in 
the new B 11 pages and binder for 
same, should we continue with the 
old style pages. Then again, the 
new style album will give him im- 
mediately a page for every city at 
once. With this new style album 
he will have a page on hand that 
will take care of any new city that 
may issue stamps before the 
stamps are issued. 

It is true that some may not 
think the new album as good as 
the old, yet it eliminates every ob- 
jectionable feature of the old al- 
bum and does take care of every 
Bureau Precancel in existence with 
the added feature of being ready 
for any new ones that may appear. 

Therefore we believe that this 
new album, once you see it will 
satisfy you. We believe you will 
agree with us that we have made 
the right move. 

In producing this album, we 
have also hit upon a thought that 
will no doubt be of value to col- 
lectors of ordinary precancels. The 
album can be used for these is- 


sues just as well as for Buros and 
once you have secured a copy of 
the album and have considered its 
possibilities we believe that you 
will agree with us that it is the 
finest thing that has been offered 
to precancel collectors in the way 
of an album. 


THE NEW ALBUM FOR 
PRECANCELS 


Pages for the new Bureau Pre- 
cancel album will be 5% inches 
wide by 81% inches high. All pages 
will be punched with three holes 
along the 8% inch side for use in 
a standard three ring binder for 
sheets of this size. The object of 
using a small page is in order that 
in cities where there have been but 
one, two or three varieties issued, 
the waste of space will be elim- 
inated and in a page of the size 
we have adopted, there is sufficient 
room to carry any of the cities 
which have issued all of the dif- 
ferent varieties or denominations 
in any of the Bureau Sets, thus far 
issued. This page size was there- 
fore selected because it would hold 
the maximum number of stamps 
necessary and in cities issuing the

At the top of the page is a panel 
one-half inch deep for title. ete. 
Just as soon as we can prepare 
the matter, printed sheets of gum- 
med paper with name of city and 
state and with date of issue and 
words indicating whether “sheet” 
or “coil” stamps and the Bl 
style will be offered at a very low 
price.

AIRMAIL NOTES BY M. D. 


Do you know— 

That the United States Graf 
Zeppelin stamps are not airmail 
stamps and officially were not 
available for airmail postage. An 
act passed in 1929 states that 
stamps bearing words “airmail 
postage” are the only official air 
stamps. 


Scotts Air Catalog prices two 
sets of labels leaving the postage 
stamps unpriced. Spain Nos. 1014- 
8, 1301-5, issued September 15, 
16, 17 and were labels when later 
sold in unused condition. 


The rarest of all Airmail stamps 
is Honduras No. 402d. Eight is- 
sued. 


8,000 storks were in Montevideo, 
Uruguay on August 25, 1925, but 
most of them were stuck * * * on 
letters. 


AIR MAIL—SPEED 

A cover at hand from Mr. M., de 
F. Spinola of Hilo, Hawaii, tells 
such a story of speedy mail han- 
dling that it is worthy of mention. 
It is hard to believe the story yet 
the marks of the postoffice depart- 
ment on the cover can not be dis- 
puted in this case. 

The cover is an air mail envelope 
bearing the current 5c stamp also 
a 10c Special Delivery stamp. It is 
cancelled at Hilo, Hawaii, April 12, 
3 p. m., 1931. In the lower left 
corner is typewritten, “Via S. S. 
Malolo—5 p. m., 4-12-31”. This 
evidently being the hour at which 
the steamer was due to sail. 

The Columbus, Ohio, receiving 
postmark on the back of the cover 
reads “April 18, 11 p. m., 1931”. 
Thus we have a record of a trip 
from Hawaii to Columbus in six 
days and six hours or rather seven 
days six hours due to the loss of a 
day’s time in west to east travel. 
Really remarkable time for the dis- 
tance covered and made possible by 
the new 24 hour coast to coast air 
mail service.

It might be of interest to post- 
mark collectors that on 11, 16, and 
21, May, 1931, a special postmark 
was used for a few hours at the

Such postmarks are very 
rare, they are generally only used 
for Philatelic exhibitions. The 
postmark will be very rare on ac- 
count of the short duration.
